MUNI  FARE  INCREASE

After  marathon  sessions,  beginning  at 
2  p.m.  March  17,  and  ending  at  11:20  p.m.  on 
March  19,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  voted  to 
approve  a  MUNI  fare  hike  by  8  to  3  votes. 

The  dissenting  votes  were  cast  by 
Supervisors  Walker,  Britt  and  Bardis.  The 
deadlock  was  broken  by  Supervisor  Quentin 
Kopp,  after  his  amendment  to  Public 
Utilities  Commission  fare  option  #2  passed. 
The  amendment  provides  for  a  re¬ 
examination  of  the  MUNI  budget  after  3 
months. 

The  new  fare  schedule,  effective  April  1, 
calls  for  an  adult  fare  of  500,  with  adult  Tast 
Passes  being  raised  ft'om  a  cost  of  $1 1  to  $16. 
Fares  for  seniors  and  students  will  remain  at 
the  50  level,  as  will  Fast  Passes  at  the  rate  of 
$2.50. 


Passage  of  the  fare  schedule  will  enable 
San  Francisco  to  qualify  for  additional 
revenues  of  $17.3  million  dollars  from  the 
Metropolitan  Transit  Commission  (MTC) 
under  the  terms  of  AB  1 107.  To  be  eligible  for 
MTC  funds,  MUNI  must  collect  one-third  of 
its  support  from  the  fare  box. 

The  other  proposals  in  the  Mayor's  $112 
million  dollar  revenue  package  passed  with 
healthy  majorities. 

Supervisor  Britt's  attempt  to  add  a  5%  tax 
commercial  rentals  to  the  business  tax  failed. 

With  additional  funding  from  fare 
increases  and  the  MTC  funds  made  available 
to  MUNI,  ad  valorem  support  previously 
earmarked  can  be  diverted  to  fund  other  vital 
city  services,  including  fire  and  police 
protection,  health,  libraries  and  park  and 
recreation  programs. 
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Zoning  Change

Sprinkled  through  the  OMI's  residential 
neighborhoods  are  dozens  of  small 
businesses.  Some,  like  the  comer  Mom  and 
Pop  grocery  store,  provide  a  needed  service. 
Others  provide  an  annoyance  by  competing 
for  scarce  parking  spaces  and  creating 
unwanted  noise. 

The  city  plamiing  department  is  taking  a 
long  look  at  all  businesses  operating  in  a 
non-commercial  area.  Some  may  be  required 
to  move  to  commercially  zoned  sites. 

When  San  Francisco's  first  zoning  laws 
went  into  effect  in  1921,  businesses  located 
in  areas  not  zoned  for  commercial  use  were 
given  "non-conforming  status."  This  gave 
the  planning  department  the  authority  to 
stop  these  businesses  from  operating  at  a 
future  date. 

In  1960,  the  department  exercised  this 
authority  by  setting  the  date  of  May  2,  1980, 
for  non-conforming  businesses  to  move,  or 
explain  why  they  shouldn't.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  later  exempted  this  termination 
date  small,  service-type  enterprises  like  the 
Mom  and  Pop  store. 

City  planning  will  require  that  these 
exempt  businesses  conform  to  new 
regulations.  Store  signs,  for  example,  will 
not  be  allowed  to  project  over  sidewalks. 
Business  hours  must  fall  between  the  hours 
of  6  a.m.  and  10  p.m.  The  date  for  making 
these  changes  is  May  2,  but  planning 
officials  doubt  all  will  be  completed  by  then. 

Businesses  not  specifically  exempted  have 
to  apply  to  the  planning  department  for  a 
conditional  use  permit  to  operate  in  a 
residential  area. 

According  to  city  planner  Franz 
Huckerman,  only  two  busineses  operating  in 
the  OMI  fall  into  this  category:  Oliver 
Brothers  Glass  Company,  524  Holloway 
Ave.,  and  Scarborough  and  Williams  Arco 
Service,  101  Farallones  St. 

The  Arco  gas  station  met  an  earlier 
planning  department  deadline.  Its  owner 
was  granted  a  permit  by  the  Planning 
Commission  last  December  along  with  four 
other  station  owners  who  pleaded  that  the 
City  could  not  afford  to  lose  its  gas 
allocation. 

Oliver  Glass  Company,  which  employs 
four  people  and  uses  two  slightly  larger  than 
pickup  type  trucks,  has  not  yet  applied. 
Receptionist  Roni  Jarvis  said  her  boss,  Ernie 
Oliver,  does  intend  to  appeal  by  the  May  2 
deadline. 


Affects  Small  Business 


A  tow  company's  stored  vehicles  fill  two  empty  lots  at  530  Holloway  Ave.  in  violation  of  the 
city's  general  plan. 


Using  address  lists  which  Oliver  must 
provide,  the  planning  department  will  then 
send  letters  to  all  residents  within  300  feet  of 
his  business.  It  will  also  post  public  notice  of 
the  appeal  on  four  nearby  utility  poles.  The 
neighborhood  consensus  will  determine  if 
his  request  for  a  conditional  use  permit  is 
granted. 

Compounding  any  neighborhood 
nuisance  which  may  result  from  the  glass 
company  parking  its  two  trucks  on  crowded 
Holloway  Avenue  is  the  business  conducted 
in  the  two  empty  lots  next  door. 

These  lots  are  illegally  used  to  store  an 
automobile  towing  company's  towed 
vehicles.  They  are  also  used  by  a  painter. 

Neighborhood  residents  who  do  not  want 
to  be  quoted  complained  about  traffic  jams 
created  when  tow  trucks  move  cars  in  and 
out.  Others  noted  that  the  car-stuffed  lots 
create  an  ugly  break  in  the  symmetry  of  a 
residential  neighborhood. 

City  planner  Wayne  Rieke,  an  OMI 
resident,  acknowledges  that  the  lots  are 
being  used  in  violation  of  the  city's  general 
plan.  "But  with  Proposition  13,"  said  Rieke, 
"we're  so  understaffed."  Residents  said  the 
lots  have  been  used  illegally  for  years.

hallways.  When  I  saw  this,  it  carried  me  back  to  my  school  days  at  Mission  High,  where,  if 
caught  in  the  hall  after  the  ball  rang,  you  were  sent  to  the  Dean's  Office  with  a 
who?m^SeJ  that  at  Balboa  High  they  do  not  have  a  procedure  for  people 


Because  I  did  not  know  my  way  around,  I  walked  through  the  hall  and  got  a  good  look  at  the 
school.  Balboa  could  use  a  lot  of  repairs.  There  are  broken  doors,  windows,  and  the  building 
seems  to  be  suffering  from  lack  of  janitorial  services. 

My  destination,  the  counselor's  office,  was  even  more  appalling.  Here  is  a  high  school 
counselor  who  is  supposed  to  give  guidance  to  students  for  the  purpose  of  shaping  their  lives 
and  preparing  them  for  the  future. 

I  found  this  man  sitting  at  a  table  in  a  small  cubical  of  a  room  with  no  desk  or  office 
furniture.  His  filing  is  kept  in  two  small  boxes.  There  were  two  people  sharing  this  space, 
which  is  not  large  enough  for  one.  I  realize  we  are  living  in  the  era  of  Proposition  13,  and  all 
the  other  Jands  junk,  but  we  must  ask  ourselves  if  this  is  the  kind  of  school  we  want  for  our 
1  s,  w  ere  the  counselors  do  not  even  have  a  private  office?  I  cannot  believe  that  the  school 
department  is  in  that  bad  of  condition  that  they  cannot  make  repairs  or  afford  office  spaces 
for  the  counselors. 

It  is  time  for  the  community  to  take  a  stand.  Our  OMICA  Board  of  Directors  is  trying  to  find 
out  what  the  community' s  priorities  are.  We  plan  to  meet  quarterly  in  the  community  with  the 
first  such  meeting  scheduled  for  April  19.  This  meeting  is  to  prepare  ourselves  for  the  town 
meeting  scheduled  for  May  17.  At  the  two  meetings  we  plan  to  have  someone  to  speak  on  all 
the  issues  and  complaints  of  the  community,  such  as  jobs,  senior  programs,  youth,  school, 
crime  and  other  concerns  you  may  have.  Please  plan  on  coming.  We  need  your  support. 
Thanks.

For  those  of  you  who  may  have  heard 
conflicting  or  confusing  information,  I  want 
to  explain  the  outcome  of  the  Muni  fare 
increase  sought  by  the  Mayor. 

I  proposed  that  the  fare  increase  be 
temporary  and  for  only  three  months 
because,  first  of  all,  it  entitles  the  City 
immediately  to  raise  more  than  $9  million  in 
state  sales  tax  money.  This  money  has  been 
withheld  from  the  Muni  Railway  by  the 
Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission 
because  the  Muni  does  not  quite  achieve  the 
"magical"  figure  of  producing  33  percent  of 
Muni  operating  costs  through  farebox 
revenues.  Current  state  law  (AB  1107), 
authored  by  Assembly  Speaker  Leo 
McCarthy,  requires  the  Muni  Railway,  as 
well  as  AC  Transit  and  BART,  to  recover  33 
percent  of  their  operating  costs  from  fares 
before  they  can  receive  any  of  the  extra  half- 
cent  sales  tax  revenues  collected  in  the  three 
BART  counties  -  San  Francisco,  Alameda, 
and  Contra  Costa. 

I  believe  this  law  is  wrong,  and  I  am 
working  to  have  it  changed.  I  am  urging  San 
Francisco's  representatives  in  Sacramento  to 
take  action  expeditiously  to  eliminate  the  33 
percent  requirement.  The  Muni  now 
produces  29  percent  of  its  operating  costs 
from  farebox  revenues,  and  we  should  get 
credit  for  that  amount.  Last  year,  the  Cit^’  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  collected  more  than 
$20  million  of  the  extra  half-cent  sales  tax. 
All  of  this  money  was  deposited  with  the 
Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission. 
So  far,  we  have  received  nothing  back,  and 
the  Metropolitan  Transportation 

Commission  is  sitting  on  a  surplus  of  $23 
million.  A  portion  of  that  money  rightfully 
belongs  to  San  Francisco  and  should  be 
distributed  by  MTC  to  the  Muni  Railway. 

The  second  reason  I  agreed  to  a  temporary 
Muni  fare  increase  is  because  three  months 
from  now  two  things  will  have  happened. 

1)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  will  have  seen 
and  voted  on  the  proposed  Muni  Railway 
budget  for  1980-81.  During  the  recent  Board 
debate,  there  was  no  Muni  budget  prepared 
and  no  way  to  determine  where  cuts  could  be 
made  to  reduce  operating  costs.  I  am  positive 
cuts  can  be  made,  and  that  "fat"  can  be  cut  in 
Muni  management,  which  has  doubled  in 
the  past  few  years.  In  June,  the  Board  will  be 
in  a  much  stronger  position.  We  will  know 
the  facts  about  the  Muni  budget  and  whether 
or  not  a  fare  increase  is  needed.  We  will  not 
have  to  rely  on  biased  information  from  Muni 
management  and  the  PUC.

2)  In  the  June  3rd  election  there  is  a 
proposal  I  have  introduced  that  would  allow 
the  City  to  charge  an  extra  penny-per-gallon 
tax  on  gasoline  sold  in  San  Francisco.  All  the 
proceeds  will  be  allocated  to  the  Muni 
Railway.  This  penny  tax  on  gasoline  would 
bring  in  an  estimated  $5  million  more  per 
year  for  the  Muni.  I  urge  everyone  who  wants 
a  better  MuniiRailway  and  believes  in  the 
priority  of  public  transit  to  support  it. 

Further,  at  my  instigation.  Senator  Milton 
Marks  has  introduced  legislation  (SB  1905) 
that  would  allocate  $150  mil,  (or  more)  per 
year  from  State  off-shore  oil  revenues  to 
public  transit  systems.  Because  of  price 
decontrols  and  the  skyrocketing  prices  of  oil, 
the  state  is  reaping  a  windfall  in  tideland  oil 
revenues.  The  state  estimates  that  next  year  it 
will  collect  $500,000,000  or  more  from  these 
revenues.  Presently,  most  of  this  money  goes 
to  construct  buildings  bn  state  college 
camnuses. 


I  strongly  believe  that  there  is  much 
greater  need  to  fund  mass  transit  and  a  much 
closer  connection  exists  between  oil  profits 
and  mass  transit  than  between  oil  profits 
and  more  college  buildings,  I  intend  to  work 
h^d  to  persuade  our  state  legislators  to  pass 
this  bill  and  to  have  it  go  into  effect  before 
1981. 

As  far  as  I'm  concerned,  the  Muni  fare 
increase  .  is  not  permanent.  I  propose  the 
temporary  increase  so  that  the  Mvmi  could 
obtain  $9.6  million  immediately  in  state 
sales  tax  funds  and  in  order  to  provide  time 
to:  (1)  change  the  stdte  law  bn  the  33  fiercent 
requirement  to  receive  AB  1107  funds;  (2) 
scrutinize  the  Muni  budget  on  where  cuts  can 
be  made;  (3)  work  for  passage  of  SB  1905  to 
allow  us  to  receive  tideland  oil  money  for  the 
Mimi.

On  March  27,  1779,  Don  Juem  Bautista  de 
Anza's  caravan  of  future  San  Franciscans 
trouped  by  Lake  Merced.  Eastward  lay  a  tract 
of  land  that  was  to  evolve  into  Parkmerced,  a 
residential  conununity  of  nearly  10,000 
people. 

Parkmerced  covers  200  acres.  Planned  as 
the  "Community  of  Tomorrow"  in  1941  by 
Frederick  H.  Echer,  an  iimovative  New 
Yorker,  the  development  was  the  first  of  its 
kind  -  a  complete  rental  village. 

These  200  acres  of  Parkmercced  were 
originally  a  peninsula-like  extension  of  land 
into  Lake  Merced.  Remember  that  Lake 
Merced  was  much  larger  at  one  time, 
extending  east  along  Brotherhood  Way  into 
the  Ocean  View  district  and  a  bit  to  the  north 
into  what  is  now  S.F.  State  University, 
Stonestown,  Mercy  Fligh  School  and  part  of 
the  Ingleside  Terraces.  These  gulches  were 
caused  by  small  creeks  trickling  their  way 
down  the  hills  into  Lake  Merced.  The  gulches 
have  been  filled  in  over  the  years.  Southern 
Pacific  filled  in  some  along  Jtmipero  Serra 
Blvd.  to  lay  their  spur  track  into  the  main  line 
through  Ocean  View;  the  Italian  farmers 
filled  some  to  create  more  arable  land.  A 
large  landfill  project  was  completed  dtuing 
the  Great  Depression  in  the  1930s  when 
twomiles  of  Lake  Merced  Blvd.  were  built  by 
hand  as  a  WPA  Project. 

Sometime  before  1930,  the  Ingleside  Golf 
Course  was  built  on  the  Parkmerced  tract. 
Who  owned  this  course,  and  the  exact  year  it 
was  built  has  yet  to  be  researched.  If  any 
reader  has  this  information,  please  call.  This 
golf  course  was  one  of  four  in  the 
neighborhood  —  Harding,  San  Francisco 
Golf  Club,  Lake  Merced  Golf  Club,  and 
Ingleside. 

Frederick  H.  Echer,  an  officer  in  the 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Co.,  envisioned 
an  idealized  environment  --  an  environment 
where  people  could  live  and  play  in  harmony 
and  safety.  The  original  concept  was  for 
2,531  apartments  and  town  houses,  none 
more  than  two  stories.  The  cluster 
arrangement  assured  privacy  and  secure 
play  areas  for  children.  Tennis  courts,  ball 
fields  and  playgrovmds  completed  the 
design. 

In  1945,  with  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II, 
all  building  was  halted.  Parkmerced  was 
near  completion  and  many  military  families 
moved  in. 

After  the  war,  in  1948,  building  was 
resumed.  There  was  pressure  for  more 
housing  for  returning  soldiers.  The  towers 
were  added  to  the  overall  design,  providing 
nearly  1,000  more  apartments. 

Streets  were  named  after  members  of  the 
de  Anza  exxpedition,  both  men  and  women. 
A  few  historic  names  are:  Font,  after  Fra 
Pedro  Font,  chaplain  and  historian  of  the 
expedition;  Serrano,  after  Dona  Anna  Regina 
Serrano,  de  Anza's  wife;  Bucareli,  after  Most 
Excellent  Senor  Lieutenant  General  Baylio 
Fray  Don  Antonio  Maria  Bucareli  y  Ursa, 
Viceroy,  Governor  and  Chaplain  General  of 
New  Spain.

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CHILD  CARE  -  WHO  CARES? 

By  Pamela  Collett 

Child  care  is  a  very  low  national  priority.  The  Federal  government  views  child  care  as 
strictly  a  welfare  function  --  not  positive  support  for  families.  The  federal  policy  comes  from 
the  beliefs  that  (a)  a  woman's  place  is  in  the  home,  (b)  women  who  work  outside  the  home  do 
so  from  choice  not  necessity,  (c)  child  care  leads  to  the  breakdown  of  the  family. 

The  facts  speak  to  the  contrary.  Given  the  present  state  of  the  economy,  including  runaway 
inflation,  (a)  and  (b)  are  obviously  incorrect.  41%  of  all  mothers  with  children  under  six  in 
the  United  States  are  presently  working.  And  the  percentages  are  much  higher  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  fact  that  American  feunilies  are  in  crisis  only  points  to  the  need  for  more  positive 
support  for  families,  including  quality,  subsidized  child  care  for  all  families  who  want  it. 

Does  this  mean  more  wasteful  government  spending,  which  we  have  heard  so  much  about? 
Studies,  such  as  the  many  done  with  Head  Start  preschool  children,  show  that  school 
performance  is  improved  by  a  good  early  childhood  program,  especially  if  the  parents  are 
involved.  Money  spent  on  child  care  is  money  well  spent.  In  fact,  it  is  money  saved,  in  the  long 
run,  because  good  child  care  programs  can  help  keep  families  together  and  improve 
children's  school  performance. 

Some  so-called  "tax  reforms"  such  as  last  year's  Proposition  1 3  and  this  J une's  Proposition 
9-  (Jarvis  II)  represent  different  thinking.  Supposedly  designed  to  cut  the  'Tat",  these 

propositions  are  a  threat  to  what  meager  child  care  programs  already  exist.  The  State 
Legislative  Analyst's  Office  predicts  a  $5  billion  loss  of  revenue  if  Proposition  9  (Jarvis  II) 
passes  in  June.  Already  the  Governor's  office  has  approached  child  care  specialists  for 
advice  on  how  to  cut  the  state  child  care  budget  by  as  much  as  30%  in  preparation  for 
Proposition  9. 

Some  people  seem  to  think  that  it's  "too  expensive"  tohelp  families  with  a  positive  support 
system.  They  would  rather  pay  the  bill  later  and  pick  up  those  kids  further  down  the  line  —  on 
skid  rows  and  in  jails. 

We  need  more,  high  quality  child  care  and  we  need  it  now  -  for  the  sake  of  our  kids  and 
ourselves.  Yes,  it  is  expensive  but  in  the  long  run  it's  a  cheap  price  to  pay  for  happier,  better- 
adjusted,  more  productive  children  and  families. 


OMI  SENIOR

The  OMI  Neighborhood  Senior  Center  has 
relocated  its  program  to  333  Randolph  St. 
The  Center,  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco 
Council  of  Churches  and  the  Commission  on 
Aging,  serves  seniors  60  years  and  older  in 
the  ^eanview,  Merced  Heights,  Ingleside 
area  with  a  variety  of  free  services,  including 
legal  assistance,  transportation,  hot  noon 
meal,  health  and  nutrition  education,  crafts, 
music,  food  co-op,  and  friendly 
companionship.  It  is  the  only  senior  center  in 
the  area  which  is  open  all  day,  five  days  a 
week. 

The  new  location  is  the  former  "Arcade" 
building  which  was  recently  purchased  by 
William  R.  Gray,.

Home-deUvered  meals 
are  available,  this  seirvice  can  be  arranged  by 
calling  587-1443. 

Adrienne  Baker,  Director,  said,  "We  are 
looking  forward  to  expansion  of  our  services. 
Seniors  are  urged  to  drop  in,  we  are  ready  to 
help.  They  can  come  in  to  discover  where 
their  interest  lie,  or  just  drop  in  for  a  few 
minutes  of  conversation,  take  a  class,  or  even 
stay  all  day.
